Rearrange Time Card 



Owing to the extra heavy travel to the 
World's Fair, the C. and 0. Railway has re- 
arranged its time card, the changes to lie ef- 
fective Sunday, September 2."th.

What's up now! The new registration 
books for the city of Lexington, made M0tt» 
sary under the Registration Law passed by the 
last Legislature, requiring each voter to have a 
certificate of registration before he may be al- 
lowed to vote, have been received by the 
County Clerk of Fayette. The registration 
books themselves are twenty in number as 
usual, one for each city precinct. Hut only 
3,000 certificates of registration have been sent, 
and this is about half theu>ual number of regis- 
tered voters. What new "scheme" is this; or 
is it only the old one in a new form to deprive 
Republicans of their votes? 



Pointing to the lamentable failure of Prohi- 
bition and Evangelistic methods to eradicate 
the saloon industry and drink habit, Thk Lku- 
«;kk a few days ago truthfully remarked that 
there were more saloons now than when the 
wind-jammers opened their campaign oodles of 
years agone. Whereupon, a sensitive if not a 
sensible admirer mailed to Thk Lkdokr a 
"Prohibition Map" of Kentucky, showing only 
. r > counties in the state where "the whisky traf- 
fic is licensed," these being printed in heavy 
black, and characterized as "black spots," the 
"storm centers of crime and pauperism." The 
remaining 114 counties are displayed in white, 
and, according to the text on the map, "show 
where local option is in force." Assuming 
that this exhibit would literally "knock the 
stuffin' " out of The Ledger Man. the unknown 
and unknowable sender scrawled this on the 
margin of the map: "You old snoozer look at 
this and see if there is as many saloons as there 
always was." Hairing his murderous assault 
on the* King's Knglish, it looks as if this Apos- 
tle of tfood had joined the multitude of the 
misinformed, and was attempting to deceive 
people who were beyond reach of the facts. 
Among the counties "where local option is in 
force," — and. inferentially, where the whisky 
traffic is not permitted, — is Mason; and yet 
there are 16 retail saloons within shotgun range 
of The Ledger office, and at least 6 other places 
where "solace" amy be had by the quart, to 
say nothing of divers other boozoriums about 
the city. Other counties represented as "local 
option" strongholds are Bracken, Lewis. Boyd, 
Fayette and Franklin: and if there's any diffi 
culty in getting all the whisky one wants in 
either of them, all the saloonists have to do is 
to send an order to either of the three bin dis 
tilleries in Maysville, in the "local option' 
county of Mason, and it will be forthcoming, 
even to thousands of barrels! Come again 
some more, good friend, with your deceptive 
literature and your extreme politeness.
